This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed on April 18, 2005. 

The amendment filed on April 18, 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material that is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the sentence 
added to paragraph [0022] (i.e., "In other words, opposite edges of the body 66 
electrically contact the gates 58 or are spaced from and not in electrical contact with the 
gates 58"). The original disclosure does not support the body electrically contacting the 
gates, particularly insofar as it is directed to MOS transistors whose insulated gates are 
conventionally insulated from (and formed on a different level than) the active 
source/drain/body regions. In this regard, see already of record United States Patent 
6,740,930, particularly Fig. 1 A's and Fig. 2A's cross-sectional views of MOS transistors. 
Note the MOS transistors' gates are insulated from (and formed on a different level 
than) the semiconductor layer containing the transistor's source/drain/body regions. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

The specification is objected to because its disclosure: "The first body is in 
contact with the first gate or spaced from the first gate," (page 2, paragraph [0007J), and 
"The body 66 may touch or not touch the gates 58," (page 5, paragraph [0022]), is 
unclear. Specifically, it is unclear whether the body is actually in physical and/or 
electrical contact with the gate OR if its perimeter merely schematically "contacts" or 
"touches" the gate in plan view (given the "or spaced from the first gate" and "or not 
touch the gates" alternative contexts). Clarification (that is not new matter) is required. 
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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, claims 5, 1 5 and 22's 
"wherein said first body is in contact with said gate" feature must be shown or the 
feature canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claims 5, 15 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
that was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had . 
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possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, claims 5, 15 and 22 recite, "...wherein 
said first body is in [electrical] contact with said first gate," which, as explained in the 
above objection to the amendment filed on April 18, 2005, is not supported by the 
original disclosure. 

Claims 2-4, 6-14, 16-21, 23 and 24 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
United States Patent Application Publication 2005/0110056 is related to this 
application. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
